The Sand Blast 


Among the wonderful and useful in- 


ventions of the times is the common sand 


he 


blast. Suppose 
piece of marble 


desire to letter a 
you 
for a gravestone; you 


cover the stone with a sheet of wax! no 
thicker than a wafer, then cut in the wax 
the name, date, etc., leaving the marble 
exposed. Now pass it under the blast, 
and the wax will not be injured at all, 
but the sand will cut letters deep into the 
stone. 


Or, if you desire raised letters, a flower 


or other emblem, cut the letters, flowers, 
etc., in wax and stick them upon the 
stone ; then pass the stone under the blast, 
and the samd will cut it away. Remave 
the wax, and you havejthe raised letters. 


Take a piece of French plate glass, say 


two feet by six. and | cover jit with fine 
lace ; pass it under the blast, and nqt a 
thread of the lace will be injured, but the 
sand will cut deep into the glass wlierev- 
er it is not covered by the lace. Fow re- 
move the lace and ybu have every delic ite 
and beautiful figure upon the glass. 


In this way beautiful figures of ill 


kinds are cut in glass, and at a small 
expense. The workmen can' hold their 
hands under the blast without harm, even 
when it is rapidly cutting away the ha:'d- 
est glass, iron or stone, but they nrist 
look out for finger nails, for tl icy will be 
whittled off right hastily. 


If they, put on steel thimbles to pro- 


tect the nails it will dp little good, for 
the sand' will soon whittle them away; 
but if they wrap a ipiece of] soft cotton 
around them they are safe. You will at 
once see the' philosophy 
off itr 
Ttie 


sand whittles away and] destroys any hard 
substance, even glass, ^ ut does not afff ct 
substances that are soft and yielding like 
.wax, cotton or fine lace|, or e^en the lu- 
man hand.— Portland

Jfo well ordered 
farm should be considered complete with 
out its complement of poultry, while the 
selection of breeds should not be a hap- 
hazard matter, but conducted with the 
Mime intelligence and investigation as 
the choice of milch cows, steers for fe*d- 
ing, sheep or pigs. With some persons 
the sale of eggs would be a desirable 
specialty, with others the production tof 
chickens, each governing his action in tie 
premises in accordance with his particu- 
lar market and with the circumstances 
by which he is surrounded. In traveling 
through the country, even among our 
best and most favored farming districts, 
one ^surprised at the general absence ot 
interest in the poultry business among 
our general farmers. Yet* it is difficult to 
name any animal fed on the farm that 
gives better returns for outlay in food 
than poultry, er the product from which 
can. always be marketed with such satis- 
factory results. In keeping poultry, like 
any other branch of husdandry, it is onlv 
the best that insures a profit. There is 
ittle difference in the outlay of time and 
money, \vhether one or another breed is 
kept, but in the returns the balance is 
vastly in favor of the improved specimens. 
That which is worth doing at all is worth 
doing well, and nowhere is this more 
manifest than in the poultry line. 


In this brief article it is not intended 


to recommend any paiticular breed, but 
to call the attention of such of our read, 
ers as have not of late given this subject 
the thought it deserves, to the desirabili- 
ty of letting poultry occupy even a small 
place in their thought and attention; to 
impress upon all the importance of culti- 
vating every source of income from the 
farm or village lot. Nothing about the 
farm will yield so good returns for care 
and judicious management, and whether 
for use at home or for sale at market, noth- 
ing is better appreciated than the choice 
productions which are sure to result from 
a proper selection of fowls, generous feed- 
ing and skillful preparation of their pro- 
ducts for consumption.—American Culti- 
vator.
